A  small  portion 
has  been  cut  from  the  top  margin  of  the  first  page,  evidently  to 
secure  0.  Henry's  autograph,  but  the  title  is  intact,  and  there  is 
a  sub-title,  ' '  A  Meteorological  Sketch, ' '  which  does  not  appear  in 
the  printed  version. 

This  is  the  Complete  Original  Manuscript  in  Sydney  Porter's  own  hand- 
writing, and  is  in  an  exceptionally  fine  state  of  preservation.  The  story 
was  first  published  in  "The  Cosmopolitan,"  October,  1912,  and  appeared  in 
the  volume  "Rolling  Stones."  It  was  probably  written  in  1904,  or  shortly 
after  O.  Henry's  first  successes  in  New  York. 

The  Manuscript  differs  from  the  printed  version  only  in  minor  instances, 
such  as  "swooped"  for  "swept,"  "by  and  wide"  for  "far  and  wide^" 
"Ohian"  for  "Ohioan,"  and  "Loreley"  for  "Lorelei."  But  one  variation 
is  decidedly  interesting.  On  the  fifth  page  of  the  Manuscript,  Goodall 
introduces  himself  to  Hurd  as  "Goodall:  Memphis  .  .  ."  Before  that,  he 
has  been  known  simply  as  "the  purchaser  of  morphia,"  or  "the  morphia 
man."  The  printed  version  twice  changes  "morphia  man"  to  "Memphis 
man,"  before  the  "Memphis"  has  been  in  any  way  explained  or  suggested. 
It  is  unlikely  that  this  change  was  made  in  proof  by  O.  Henry  himself ;  it 
was  probably  due  to  the  faulty  judgment  of  a  sub-editor. 
This  manuscript  was  given  to  the  present  owner  by  O.  Henry  himself. 
It  was  placed  third  on  Mr.  George  Barr  McCutcheon's  list  of  his  ten 
favorite  O.  Henry  stories.

This  is  the  Complete  Original  Manuscript  in  Sydney  Porter's  own  hand- 
writing, and  with  the  exception  of  the  slight  defect  mentioned  above, 
is  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation,  the  writing  remaining  remarkably  dear. 
"An  Unfinished  Story" — which  the  author  took  such  pains  in  finishing,  as 
the  present  Manuscript  shows — is  O.  Henry's  most  famous  tale.  Little 
Dulcie,  the  girl  who  worked  in  a  department  store  for  six  dollars  a  week 
(she  would  have  been  called  a  saleslady  now),  and  who  lived  in  her  little 
furnished  room  on  the  third-floor  back  (for  which  she  paid  two  dollars  a 
week),  and  whose  chief  treasures  were  the  pictures  that  stood  against  her 
wrinkly  mirror — "it's  an  awful  thing  to  go  to  bed  with  a  good-night  look 
at  General  Kitchener,  William  Muldoon,  the  Duchess  of  Marlborough,  and 
Benvenuto  Cellini" — this  little  Dulcie  caught  the  popular  fancy,  as  all  very 
human  things  will.  "General  Kitchener  was  her  only  friend.  He  was 
Dulcie's  ideal  of  a  gallant  knight.  He  looked  as  if  he  might  have  a  secret 
sorrow,  and  his  wonderful  moustache  was  a  dream,  and  she  was  a  little 
afraid  of  that  stern  yet  tender  look  in  his  eyes."  And  little  Dulcie  naturally 
fell  upon  her  bed  and  cried  for  ten  minutes  after  those  sad,  stem,  wonderful 
eyes  had  saved  her  from  the  dangerous  adventure  that  girls  who  live  upon 
six  dollars  a  week  may  sometimes  not  unnaturally  find  alluring. 
It  is  extremely  interesting  to  see  from  the  Manuscript  how  O.  Henry 
developed  this  story,  which  evidently  appealed  to  him  as  much  as  it  did  to 
the  public,  or  he  would  not  have  taken  such  pains  with  it.  His  self- 
criticism,  his  ruthless  cutting  where  he  considered  it  necessary,  and  his 
careful  manipulation  of  phrases,  are  made  very  clear.  The  first  eight 
PAGES  OF  the  manuscript — with  the  exception  of  a  few  words — do  not 
APPEAR  AT  ALL  IN  THE  STORY  AS  IT  WAS  PRINTED  in  "The  Four  Million." 
The  next  two  pages  contain  important  variations,  and  the  conclusion  is 
also  considerably  changed,  while  there  are  minor  suggestive  differences 
throughout.  One  of  the  most  interesting  changes  is  that  of  "Piggy  Timson" 
to  "Piggy  Wiggins." 

This  manuscript  was  given  to  the  present  owner  by  O.  Henry  himself. 
Mr.  Owen  Johnson  placed  it  first  on  the  list  of  his  ten  favorite  O.  Henry 
stories,  while  Mr.  Robert  H.  Davis — one  of  O.  Henry's  closest  friends — 
placed  it  third.  The  consensus  of  the  ten  different  lists  of  the  ten  favorite 
stories  gave  it  supremacy. 

The  extraordinary  changes  indicated  above  make  this  the  most  interest- 
ing and  valuable  of  all  the  O.  Henry  manuscripts  extant.

This  is  the  Complete  Original  Manuscript  in  Sydney  Porter's  own  hand- 
writing of  the  story  published  in  "Whirligigs"  under  the  changed  title, 
"Blind  Man's  Holiday."  It  is  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation,  except  for  the 
small  defect  noted  above,  and  the  fact  that  the  last  three  pages  have  been 
torn  across,  and  the  tear  repaired  with  adhesive  tape.  The  writing  remains 
remarkably  clear. 

On  the  day  of  his  liberation,  July  24,  1901,  O.  Henry  went  straight  from 
Columbus  to  Pittsburg,  where  he  remained  until  he  came  to  New  York  in 
the  spring  of  the  following  year.  The  date  of  this  Manuscript — addressed 
from  Pittsburg— is  therefore  1901-2. 

Porter  adopted  the  pen-name  O.  Henry  after  reaching  Columbus,  not 
before.    "Sydney  Porter"  was  his  first  change  of  signature,  and  was

adopted  in  the  month  between  his  conviction  and  commitment.  It  is  an 
EXCESSIVELY  RARE  SIGNATURE.  Mr.  C.  Alphonso  Smith,  in  his  "O.  Henry 
Biography,"  says :  "So  far  as  I  can  discover,  only  three  stories  were  signed 
Sydney  Porter  and  these  are  not  reproduced  in  O.  Henry's  collected  works. 
They  were  'The  Cactus'  and  'Round  the  Circle.'  both  published  in  'Every- 
body's' for  October,  1902,  and  'Hearts  and  Hands,'  published  in  'Every- 
body's' for  December  of  the  same  year." 

Apart  from  the  change  of  title,  the  printed  version  follows  the  Manuscript 
closely.  The  story  is  one  of  O.  Henry's  more  serious  productions,  and  has 
some  fine  psychological  touches.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  brooding 
of  Lorison  over  his  past,  and  his  mental  reactions  after  his  encounter  with 
the  "cop"  who  treats  him  as  a  gentleman  in  excellent  standing,  are  drawn 
from  O.  Henry's  own  feelings  and  experiences ;  while  the  conception  of 
Norah  as  the  good  woman  pretending  to  be  bad,  that  she  may  hold  the  man 
she  loves,  finds  its  exact  converse  in  "Past  One  at  Rooney's." 
This  manuscript  was  given  to  the  present  owner  by  O.  Henry  himself, 
and  is  especially  interesting  for  its  autobiographical  revelations.

'They  have  committed  treason' 
shouted  all  the  Crown  officers  in  America  .  .  ."

scandal;  the  alleged  son  of  Lord  Byron;  the  author's  life  of  Lord 
Byron  with  incidental  allusions  to  the  Franco-Prussian  War. 
The  names  of  Lord  Byron  and  the  Countess  Guiccioli  are  as  inseparable 

AS  ARE  those  OF  DaNTE  AND  BEATRICE. 

Taken  from  a  convent  and  married  at  sixteen  to  a  man  old  enough  to  be 
her  grandfather,  Teresa  Gamba  a  few  months  afterwards  met  the  poet  who 
has  handed  her  name  down  to  posterity  and  wedded  it  to  immortal  verse. 
It  was  in  Venice  that  they  first  saw  each  other  and  the  young  and  beautiful 
Italian  bride  was  introduced,  at  a  small  evening  gathering,  to  the  hand- 
somest and  most  fascinating  man  of  his  day.  Byron,  disgusted  with  his 
native  land,  where  after  being  the  idol  of  the  hour,  he  had  suddenly  become 
the  pariah,  had  forsworn  England,  and  in  sheer  wantonness  was  now  lead- 
ing the  Hfe  of  a  Sardanapalus  in  the  queen  city  of  the  Adriatic.  From  that 
evening  life  was  changed  for  both  of  them.  Her  as  yet  untouched  heart 
awoke  to  a  love  that  ended  but  with  her  life,  and  Lord  Byron,  reformed 
from  that  day  until  his  last  hour  in  Missolonghi,  never  swerved  from  his 
allegiance.  A  locket  containing  her  hair  and  marked  with  her  initials  was 
taken  from  his  dead  body. 

The  affection  of  the  Countess  was  a  perfect  haven  of  rest  to  Byron.  Her 
best  happiness  was  to  do  his  pleasure,  and  the  Countess  always  declared 
that  had  they  ever  been  permitted  to  be  married,  he  would  have  settled 
down  into  a  "bon  bourgeois"  father  and  a  family. 

The  news  of  his  sudden  death  was  a  blow  from  which  she  did  not  recover 
for  years,  and  she  made  many  pilgrimages  to  his  burial  place  in  Notting- 
hamshire.

I  have  hardly  recovered  from  the  emotion  and  the  anger  which  the  work 
of  the  novelist  causes  me. 

It  is  an  abominable  lie,  an  indecent  and  perfidious  fabrication.    The  article 

of  Mr.  Bigelow  is  very  fine  worthy  of  a  man  of  honor  .  .  . 

I  adhere  to  (and  I  repeated  to  Jerningham)  what  Mr.  Bigelow  said  so  well, 

adding  my  reflections  on  the  motives  that  must  have  driven  the  novelist  to 

lies — the  desire  to  attract  attention  to  herself  .  .  .  Meanwhile  I  have  the 

consolation  to  see  that  the  family  of  Lady  Byron  already  has  protested 

against  the  indecent  lies  of  the  lady  from  Connecticut  .  .  . 

The  novelist  from  Boston  has  wished  to  wound  me  also  by  her  manner  of 

speaking  of  me,  and  pretending  that  I  lived  with  Lord  Byron,  which  is  false 

('pretendant  que  j'ai  vecu  en  menage  avec  Lord  Byron')  .  .  .  But  I  hope  to 

live  long  enough  better  to  prove  the  lies  of  Mrs.  Stowe,"  etc.

A  FINE  LETTER  RESPECTING  THE  REACTION  OF  MrS.  STOWE'S  BOOK  IN  ENGLAND. 

She  encloses  a  letter  to  read  (Letter  9)  before  she  makes  a  copy  of  it,  and 
then  send  it  to  Count  Joannes  if  she  thinks  advisable. 
"The  fight  with  Mrs.  Stowe  has  grown  to  fine  proportions  in  England,  and 
now  they  are  making  caricatures  of  the  calumniator  .  .  .  the  last  caricature 
is  charming ;  the  spirit  of  a  handsome  young  man  (Lord  Byron)  apostro- 
phizes a  horribld  woman,  who  throws  black  vomit,  and  asks  her  whom  she 
is  going  to  blacken  next,  for  the  sake  of  filthy  lucre  and  public  notoriety. 
Alongside  of  Lord  Byron  are  Shakespeare  and  Milton,  and  Shakespeare 
says  to  Milton,  'Humph!  Our  turn  may  come  next,  John,  as  we  did  not  live 
happily  with  our  wives.' 

In  general  the  reaction  in  England  has  been  complete  .  .  .  the  commotion 
will  end,  I  hope,  in  shame  for  Mrs.  Stowe  and  rather  to  the  honor  of  Lord 
Byron  ... 

/  hear  of  the  great  success  that  the  portrait  of  Lord  Byron  by  Fagnani  has 
made  in  America  .  .  .  it  is  this  portrait  that  will  appear  in  my  new  edition." 
etc. 

To  Mon- 
sieur G.  Count  Joannes,  39  Park  Row,  New  York  City. 

This  is  the  letter  referred  to  in  the  previous  letter,  which  was  either 
not  sent  on  by  Mme.  Fagnani,  or  else  a  copy  was  sent.    Count  Joannes 
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pretends  to  refute  Mrs.  Stowe,  but  the  Countess  asserts  his  arguments  to  be 
based  on  falsehoods  and  inaccuracies. 

"The  documents  on  which  you  base  your  defense  are  taken  from  sources 
completely  lacking  in  the  veracity  which  is  indispensable  to  history  and 
biography  .  .  .  The  reasons  for  the  separation  of  Lord  Byron  and  his  wife 
are  not  at  all  those  which  you  give.  These  reasons  were  not  any  more  due 
to  a  moral  deformity  than  a  physical  deformity  .  .  .  What  it  really  was 
I  have  explained  in  the  physical  portrait  which  I  have  made  of  him  in  a 
work  that  I  believed  it  my  duty  to  publish  and  for  which  I  make  no  claim 
other  than  my  simple  love  of  truth;  to  this  claim  I  have  a  perfect  right,"  etc.

A  FINE  LONG  LETTER,  dealing  with  her  "Life  in  Italy,"  mentioning  Hoppner 
and  his  being  with  Byron  in  Venice,  Colonel  Byron,  and  Mrs.  Stowe. 
"But  now  let  us  return  to  our  Novelist  .  .  .  In  England  and  here  her  scaf- 
folding of  malice,  built  on  folly,  is  completely  demolished  and  she  is  also 
dragged  down  in  its  fall  .  .  .  the  death  blow  was  given  her  in  the  letters  of 
Lady  Byron  herself,  published  by  Murray  in  the  Quarterly  .  .  .  the  general 
opinion  established  in  England,  France,  and  Italy  is,  that  Lady  Byron  was 
sometimes  a  little  out  of  her  mind,  and  often  very  much  so;  so  that  the 
pedestal  of  the  statue  erected  by  Mrs.  Stowe  served  but  to  show  her  fit  for 
a  Sanitarium,  while  at  the  same  time  exalting  Byron  greatly  in  public  esteem. 
You  say  that  Mrs.  Stowe  is  ill;  it  must  be  due  to  her  ingrowing  wickedness, 
and  then  her  sickness  will  be  severe  and  surely  it  will  not  be  my  prayers 
that  will  help  restore  her  to  health,"  etc.

I 
begin  to  fear  that  one  may  be  a  letter  in  which  I  answered  him  (the  Colonel) 
on  this  subject  .  .  .  when  I  was  in  Italy  .  .  .  They  say  that  the  Stowe  scandal 
is  all  over  and  this  is  due  to  the  article  in  the  Quarterly.  As  for  the  Novel- 
ist, I  hope  she  is  done  for  in  the  opinion  of  all  decent  people,  and  even  of 
those  not  so  decent  perhaps,"  etc.

Language  has  need 
to  invent  words  strong  enough  to  condemn  the  conduct  of  Prussia  in 
France  .  .  .

The  little  that  I  am  permitted  to  write  I  consecrate  to  the  work  that  you 
know,"  etc.   This,  of  course,  refers  to  "The  Life  of  Lord  Byron  in  Italy."

I  have 
little  hope  that  that  wicked  woman  has  gone  to  receive  the  recompense  of 
her  virtues,"  etc.
